This water i.i al- 
ways more or le*i impure from the 
rotten Io;;-, leaven and other de- 
caying ve(;<''al'li' matt<'r through 
which tbe wall r passes. A thou- 
sand times wlien working on tbe 
hill at home have I stooped and 
drank from a spring, the water of 
which I knew bad paased through 
heaps of rottea logs and decaying 
vegetabto matter.
